After a retrospective glance at the 


condition of England in r!878, the 
London Times remarks that "indus- 
tries have been disorganized, credit 
shaken, and failures multiplied on 
every 'hand." About five thousand 
more bankruptcies were reported 
than in 'he preceding year. Wages 
were reduced, many thousands of. 
artisans kept in idleness, and as 
many thousands of persons above the 
artisan class either placed in actual 
want or on its confines. And the 
worst cf it is that no signs of improve- 
ment are visible in the morning twi- 
light ol the coming year. Strangely 
enough, the same dispatches which 
bring this gloomy picture of the 
past and no less d israal prophecy for 
the future bring also reports that 
various trades societies, are prepar- 
ing for fresh strikes. The Engineers' 
association will strike against a prop- 
osition to increase the hours of labor, 
and boast that they have a quarter of 
a million dollars in the treasury—a 
sum sufficient, perhaps to keep them 
in comfortable idleness for three or 
four weeks. A general organization 
of iron-workers is proposed, for the 
purpose of resisting the increase of 
hours, and it is claimed that a large 
amount of money will be ready to 
sustain them. But the same thing 
has been promised in all the other 
strikes, which have left perhaps half 
a million working people in idleness, 
and the terrible distress which per- 
vades the whole land shows bow 
poorly the promises have been kept 
It is to be hoped means may be 
found to avert any further extension 
of these calamities.
